While, however, I think it jnnst be 
admitted that protective dtittçs were 
needed in the United States for the 
encouragement and support ot nianur 
factoring Industry in its growth àiid 
development« there ought not to be 
any question that the need of them 
no longer exists, and that they are 
becom^g serious impediments to 
prosperi^.

We can now 
manufacture all ^artiéles in the 
production of which niachinery is 
made to do largely the work of hands 
dieaper than they cl^l bemanafoctur- 
ed in Europe, and tWeiè ho obstacle 
in the way of a lai^dy tnë^eÉsed tiade, 
with foreign nations Iwt jour refosal 
to trade with tfaèni oil e^ual teintt.

Why 
is it that our trade with them is so 
small?

it would seem that the acme of com- 
fort, elegance and perfection in every- 
thing had been attained; but still the 
restless spirit of the company does not 
stop with what they have accomplish- 
ed. They wish to place themselves 
in a position to enhance their capacity 
for making fast time if it becomes 
necessary to do so. 
Looking to this 
end, the Chicago and Alton made a 
contract some time ago with the 
Schenectady Locomotive Works for 
several powerful and swift engines 
for special service on the Kansas City 
end of the line. 


An idea of the strength and speed 
which are combined in these "iron 
horses" may be imagined when it is 
understood that the contract provides 
that these engines will haul a train 
equal in weight to ten of Pullman's 
heaviest sleeping coaches (each one of 
which is about as heavy as two ordin- 
ary coaches), at any rate of speed re- 
quired up to sixty miles an hour.

The cylinders are 
18x24 indies, driving wheela five feet 
nine and a half inches, and im- 
mense boiler capacity. In height 
they stand about a foot and a half 
over any engine that has heretofore 
run into this city. The Alton people 
recognize in Kansas City a great and 
growing business center, and while 
they expect to largely increase their 
own receipts by coming here, they are 
proving by their acts that they in- 
tend to give the public the Worth of 
their money.
